GERMANS BEATEN 
AT VAUX, FRENCH 
REPORT DECLARES 


Repulsed After Penetrating Vil- 
lage, Paris Says — Ground 
West of Meuse Regained. 


PARIS, March 9.—The Germans 
have been repulsed between Douau- 
mont and the village of Vaux in sev- 
tral heavy infantry attacks, accom- 
panied by intense artillery fire, ac- 
tording to the official statement from 
the War Office today, which says the 
uttackers were completely defeated 
tfter having penetrated the village 
of Vaux. 

The official statement published 
ast night has done much to relieve 
the tension which has been caused. in 
the public mind by the execution of 
t Sreat onslaught on the main French 
lefenses on the west bank of the 
Meuse.

SOLDIERS FIGHT PARADERS 
WHO WANT ONTARIO DRY 


Bauners Torn Down and .farchers 
Hit With Snowbalis—Petition With 
800,000 Signers Presented. 
TORONTO, March 9.—Twenty thou- 
sand men and women with banners, 
trass bands and a civic water wagon 
with “Old Man Ontario” perched on the 
seat, marched to the house of Legisla- 
ture yesterday afternogen and presented 
to Premier Hearst a petition bearing 
800,000 signatures requesting legislation 
tc make Ontario dry—at least during 

the war. 

As the parade passed the soldiers’ 
convalescent home a number of ve- 
turned soldiers singled out the young 
men in the ranke and asked why they 
were still in muftli. A few minutes 
later they placed on the water wagon 
a sign: “We fought for you; do nor 
cut out our liberty.” 

One of the marchers tore the sign off 
This enraged the soldiers and a fig5t 
followed, while the soldiers sang, “I 
Am ‘So Dry.”~"When the parade reached 
the armories a crowd of soldiers pelted 
the paraders with snowballs and tore 
down banners. Several spectators were 
injured when the police attempted to 
quell the disturbance by riding down 
the rioters. 


HIGH PRICE OF GASOLINE 
SENDS CARS INTO STORAGE 


New York Men Economizing on Sup- 
ply Boug st at 27 to 30 Cents a Gal- 
lon; Price Likely to Reach 40 Cents. 
NEW YORK, March 9.—New York 

owners of automobiles are either storing 

their cars or economizing on gasoline, as 

a result of the prevailing price, which 

ranges from 27 to 30 cents a gallon. It 

is the belief in some quarters that the 
price will go to 40 cents. 

Wealthy Fifth avenue car owners are 
puying their gasoline at wayside sta- 
tions to save 3 cents a gallon, it was 
sdid today. Ten per cent of the middle- 
class owners have put their machines 
away pending a decline in- gasoline 
prices, it was stated. 

According to the Standard Oil Co., gas- 
cline prices may go as high as 8 cents 
wholesale eventually, but no immediate 
increases are planned. 

The effects of the increase would have 
been felt in automobile sales by now, it 
was said, but for the unprecedented 
wave of orders that came at the first of 
the year.

PERMANY DECLARESIROOSEVELT SAYS 


‘WAR ON PORTUGAL 


FOR SniP SEIZURES 


Teutonic Alliance Now in State 
of Hostilities With Eight 
Nations. 


13 COUNTRIES INVOLVED 


Newest Enemy Has 260,000 
Men Available—Has Treaty 
With Great Britain. 


BERLIN, March 9, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Germany declared war on Por- 
tugal at 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 


and handed his passports to the Portu- 


guese Minister. 

“The German Government therefore 
considers herself from this time in war 
with the Portuguese Government,” is 
the conclusion of a declaration handed 
today by the German Minister at Lis- 
bon to the Portuguese Government an:] 
in Berlin to the Portuguese Minister, ’ 
the Overseas News Agency announce- 
ment states. 

Series of Breaches. 

“The German declaration,” says the 
news @@~sry, “emphasized the fact that 
this step was made necessary by the 
recent illegal seizures of German ships 
in Portuguese ports, which is the grev- 
est sort of breach of neutrality and of 
special treaties. Germany, therefore, is 
obliged to give up her former attitude 
of forbearance which she had rain- 
tained because of Portugal’s awkwar.i 
situation. 

“The declaration enumerates a iong 
series of breaches of neutrality by the 
Portuguese Government, such as ths 
permission of free passage to English 
troops through the colony of Mozam- 
bique; the permission given to English 
men-of-war to use Portuguese ports for 


a time exceeding that given neutrals; { 


the permission given the English navy 
to use Madeira as a naval base; actu! 
engagements between Portuguese and 
German troops on the frontier of Gcr- 
man Southwest Africa and Tngola; fre- 
quent instults to the German nation by 
members of the Portuguese Parliament. 
who never were reprimanded. 


Portugal Has a Fighting Force of 
260,000 Men. 

The declaration of war follows the 
seizure by Portugal of German steam- 
ers interned in Portuguese ports. It 
was reported last week that Berlin had 
demanded the return of the vessels in 
48 hours. 

Under a treaty with England, Portu- 
gal is bound to furnish Great Britain 
with 10,000 men when called upon. In 
the early part of the war clashes be- 
tween Portuguese and German troops in 
Africa were reported. 

Portugal has a standing army of 30,- 
000 men and a reserve of 230,000. There 
are 871,000 in the country of military age. 
Its navy consists of one second-class 
cruiser, four third-class cruisers, 15 gun- 
boats, five destroyers, four torpedo 
boats, one submarine and 600 sailors. 

Germany is now in a state of war with 
eight countries: England, France, Bel- 
gium, Russia, Servia, Montenegro, Ja- 
pan and Portugal. She has also broken 
diplomatic relations with Italy, but no 
declaration of war has ever been made. 

Including the Teutonic allies, Ger- 
many, Austria, Turkey and Bulgaria, 
there are now 13 countries in the great 
war. 


FAILS TO WIN TORNADO CLAIM 
BECAUSE OF HEAVY RAINS 


Jury Decides Against Attorney Who 
Refused Verdict in Lower 
Court. 

A jury in Judge Withrow’s Court to- 
day decided against John B. Dempsey, 
an attorney, who sued the Calumet In- 
surance Co. for $151.8) for damages to his 
home at 4163 Castleman avenue, caused 
by water pouring down through the 

walls by high winds, Aug. 20, 21 last. 

Dempsey first sued in Justice Moore’s 
Court for $95, and got a verdict of $41. 
He appealed to the Circuit Court for the 
full amount, he said he paid for re- 
pairs. 

Dempsey alleged that the wind drove 
the water through the walls, caused 
apertures in the slate roof through 
which the rain came, and therefore he 
should be recompensed because of his 
tornado policy. 

The company’s attorney alleged that 
the policy did not cover damage as the 
result of any wind-driven rain damags, 
and denied that the wind caused aper- 
tures in the roof.

Ht WILL NOT BE A 
VANDIDATE-UNLESS 


“Unless Country Has Something 
of the Heroic in Its 
Mood.”’ 


THINKS THIS A RARE TIME 


Will Not Fight for Nomination, 
but Wants Delegates to Go 
Uninstructed. 


NEW YORK, March 9.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, who is at Trinidad, British 
West Indies, in a statement given out 
today, through the New York Evening 
Mail, emphatically declines to be a can- 
didate in the primaries of Massachusetts 


or of any other state. 

“I will not enter into any fight for the 
nomination,’’ the Colonel says, “and [| 
will not permit any factional fight to be 
made in my behalf. Indeed I will go 
further and say that it would be a mis- 
take to nominate me, unless the country 
has in its mood something of the heroic, 
unless it feels not only like devoting it- 
self to ideals, but to the purpose meas- 
urably to realize those ideals in America. 

“This is one of those rare times, 
which comes only at long intervals in 
a nation’s history, when the action 
taken determines the life of the gen- 
erations that follow. Such times were 
those from 1776 to 1789, in the days 
of Washington, and from 1858 to 1865 
in the days of Lincoln. 

“It is for us of today to grapple with 
the tremendous national and internation- 
at problems of our own hour in the spir- 
it and with the abilitv shown by those 
who upheld the hands of Washington 
and Lincoln. 

“Whether we do or do not acconiplish 
this feat will largely depend upon the 
action taken at the Republican and 
Progressive national conventions next 
June. Nothing is to be hoped from the 
present administration. * * ®* All 
that they offer us is a choice between 
degrees of hypocrisy and degrees vu‘ 
infamy. But disgust with the unmanly 
failure of the present administration ,I 
believe, does not, and I know ought 
not to mean, that the American peuple 
will vote in a spirit of mere protest. 
They ought not to and I believe they 
will not be content merely to change 
the present administration for one 
equally timid, equal vacillating, equally 
lacking in vision, in moral integrity and 
in high resolve. * * ® 

“We must clarify and define our 
policies. We must show that our be- 
lief in our governmental ideals is so 
real that we wish to make them count 
in the world at large and to make the 
necessary sacrifice in order that they 
shall count surely. We, of this great 
republic have a contribution to make to 
the cause of humanity and we can not 
make it unless we first show that we 
can secure prosperity and fair dealing 
among our own men and women. 

“I believe that in a crisis so grave 
it is impossible too greatly to magni- 
fy the needs of the country or too 
strongly to dwell on the necessity of 
minimizing and subordinating the 
desires of individuals. The delegates 
who go to Chicago will have it in 
their power to determine the char- 
acter of the administration which is 
to do or leave undone the mighty 
tasks of the next four years. 

“That administration can do an in 
calculable amount to make or mar our 
country’s future. The men chosen to 
decide such a question ought not to be 
politicians of average type and paro- 
chial outlook. Still less should they be 
politicians controlled by sinister in- 
fiuences from within or without. They 
should be the very best men that car 
be found in our country whose one great 
mission should be to cCeclare in un- 
equivocal terms for a program of clean- 
cut, straight-out, national Americanisin, 
in deeds not less than in words, and 
in internal and international matters 
alike and to choose as a candidate, a 
man who will not merely stand for such 
a program before election but will reso- 
lutely, and in good faith, put it through 
if elected. 

“ es @¢ * June is a long way off. 
Many things may occur between now 
and then. It is utterly impossible to 
say now with any degree of certainty 
who should be nominated at Chicago. 
The crying, vital need now is the men 
who next June assemble at Chicage 
from the 48 states and minxlc the views 
of the entire country shall act with the 
sane and lofty devoticn to the interest 
vf our nation as a whole which was 
shown by the original Continental Con- 
reas. They should approach their task 
unhampered by any pledge excej;t to 
bring to its accomplishments every

VIGOROUS STEPS TO FOLLOW 
RAID, WHITE HOUSE SAYS 


New Secretary of War 


‘Possible to Protect Americans—Talk 
of Intervention Renewed. 


Told to Do Everything 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Stute 
Department is understood to have be- 
gun the draft of a memorandum to Gen. 
Carranza, based on the report of Gen. 
Funston of the Mexican raid on Colum- 
bus, N. M. 

The memorandum is being prepared 
with a view to ite dispatch in case Sec- 
retary Lansing decides to present the 
case to Gen. Carranza. It probably 
will be drafted along lines similar to 
the communication sent Carranza on the 
Santa Ysoba killing, but because of the 
more ‘serious aspect of the present in- 
cident probably will be firmer thaa the 
previous one.

The raid started a new agitation in 
Congress, where those who have Op- 
posed the administration's Mexican pol- 
icy openly charged that the attack 
was proof of their repeated declara- 
tions tha. the Carranza. Govern..cnt 
was impotent to deal with the situatioa 
and a fulfillment of their predictivuns 
that another outrage like the rccent 
Cusi massacre, in which 18 Americans 
were killed by Villa bandits when they 
held up a train, was only a question 
of time. _ 

At the White House the report of the 
affair was received with evidences 
of the greatest concern. Officials most 
familiar with the President's Mexican 
policy were silent, but they indicated 
that the raid had brought the situction 
to a critical point where it might be 
difficult to stand by the policy of non- 
interference. 

After the President and Baker hed 
discussed the reports briefly, the Pres- 
ident decided that the new Setretary of 
War should take office at once. He 
signed Baker's commission and the new 
Secretary was sworn in. 

Secretary Baker transmitted to Preat- 
dent Wilson reports about the attack 
on Columbus, N. M., as quickly as they 
were received at the War Department. 
It was said at the White House that 
vigorous steps would be taken to punish 
the bandits.

Consent Gained Through Protocols

tory of relations between the 
United States and Mexico, for 
the pursuit of lawless bands into 
Mexico by United States troops. While 
sending troops upon the soil of anoth- 
er state constitutes a violation of that 
state’s territory, it is justified in excep- 
tional cases under the necessity of self- 
protection. This is especially true where 
the state from which the injury comes 
exhibits an incapacity to restrain such 
acts. 

With the rise of Diaz in the late ‘70s, 
American settlements on our southern 
border suffered extensively from lawless 
conditions in Mexico. Many lives wer 
sacrificed and much property destroyed 
on both sides of the Rio Grande under 
conditions very similar to those of to- 
day. Diaz, just recognized as the legiti- 
mate ruler of Mexico, was unable, as is 
Carranza, to cope with the situation, 
After many warnings and much congres- 
sional oratory, Secretary Frelinghuysen 
negotiated a protocol with Mexico in 
1882, whereby the two countries granted 
the reciprocal rights‘to pursue lawless 
bands, each into the territory of the 
other. Troops of each state actually fol- 
lowed and exterminated lawless bodies 
of men, but this protocol needed to be 
reaffirmed in 1883, 18384 and 1885, before 
a complete extermination of the bandits 
was accomplished. 

After less than five years of quiet, the 
Yaquis relapsed into their former ban- 
ditry, and adopting the precedent 
of 1882. Secretary Blaine again 
negotiated a protocol with the 


Diaz Government for the mutual pur- 
suit of outlaws by troops of both states 
into the territory of the - other. This 
protocol could be denounced upon four 
months’ notice, and like that of 1882 to 
1886, did not require previous notice of 
the invasion of the other’s territory 
where it was impracticable to give it. 

Order was restored, but for no very 
long time. The Apache Kid appeared at 
the head of an organization of bandits 
in 189, carrying on his depredations 
without regard to the international 
boundary. It became necessary in 1896 
again to resort to the expedient of co- 
operation between the troops of Mexico 
and the United States under a protocol 
negotiated by Secretary Olney, the ob- 
ject of which is set out as the extermi- 
nation of the Apache Kid and his fellow 
outlaws. The agreement was to termi- 
nate with the accomplishment of that 
object. 

The Villa faction in Mexico has un- 
doubtedly degenerated into a lawless 
body, having no recognizable revolution- 
ary alms, and the use of the most vigor- 
cus, repressive measures against it can- 
not be said to violate any of the worthy 
sentiments which we associate with the 
right of revolution. 

The United States has recognized the 
Carranza Government as expressing the 
overwhelming popular choice, and %6 
having that support. In view of the 
effectiveness of our measures of *0- 
operation in the suppression of lawiess- 
ness in Mexico in the past, these prece- 
dents appear to be not without value 
at present, particularly in view of the 
apparent inability of Carranza to dis- 
charge Mexico’s international obliga-

Precedent for Invasion. 
When Mexican Indians were pillaging 


in Texas in 1871, the American Minister 
in Mexico City was instructed to say 
that it might become the duty of the 
United States, “at least to weigh the ex- 
pediency of pursuing the hostile Indians 
into Mexico, without the consent of that 
Government, if it shall not adopt meas- 
ures to check the robberies referred te." 

When orders were given on June 1, 1877, 
to American troops to cross the border if 
necessary in pursuit of “lawless raiders” 
the Mexican Government protested, but 
the United States justified the orders as 
necessary under conditions existing on 
the border. In June, 1882, the United 
States and Mexico made a reciprocal 
agreement for the crossing of troops of 
hoth nations on either side of the line 
for pursuit of Indians in the unpopulat- 
ed desert country and that agreement 
was subsequently extended, 

In May, 1875, Secretary Fish of the 
State Department instructed the Amer- 
ican Minister to Mexico to propose the 
temporary occupation of Mexican terri- 
tory from which raiders had been com- 
ing. He purposed a zone inside a line 
drawn from Matamoros to Laredo. 
Nothing came of the suggestion ind the 
raids later were suppressed. 

The possibility of any reciprocal agree- 
ment with the Carranza Government for 
the common crossing of the line is said 
to be remote at this time because Fed- 
éral officials realize that sentiment along 
the border would not permit the pres- 
ence of Mexican troops in American ter- 
ritory. Furthermore, they fear clashes 
with local rangers and cowboys if it 
were permitted.

Germans Declared to Have Sunk Ships Before 


Acts of Which She Complains Against 
England Were Committed. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—Challieng- 


ing every substantial charge against 
Great Britain contained in the German 
memorandum submitted yesterday to 
Secretary Lansing by Count von Bern- 
storff, the British embassy today issued

Senator Says That Americans 
Already Have Been Effect- 
ively Warned. 


WaSHINGTON. March 9». penator 
McCumber, Republican, of North ~a- 
KOta, to@ay withdrew his resolution to 
warn American citizens off armed saips, 
Stating that he thought Americans Fad 
been effectively warned and thut the 
pendency of his resolution might em 
barrass dipiomatic negotiations. 

“In view of the turn in our internation- 
al affairs during the last 24 hours,” said 
senator McCumber, ‘I feel that sea- 
going Americans have been as effective- 
ly warned of their perils as though eith- 
er the McLemore or the Gore resolu- 

tions had been adopted, and, consider- 
ing new proposals tending toward an 
amicable settlement of the questions in 
controversy, I feel that reopening of the 
discussion might be embarrassing and 
improper, 

‘The resolution, which was introduced 
at a time when the President was ask- 
ing for an expression of sentiment of the 
Senate, should be withdrawn. As it is 

concise expression of my own views 
on the subject, I may introduce it again, 
should the occasion demand, but T hope 
the controversies may be amicably set- 
tled.’’ 

Lansing Denies Warning Story. 

Secretary Lansing today requested 
publication of the following statement: 

“I wish to deny that there is the slight- 
est foundation for a story sent out of 
Washington last night by a news serv- 
ice, and appearing in the newspapers 
this morning to the effect that American 
citizens will ‘receive indirect but ef- 
fective warning’ not to take passage on 
armed merchantment. The story is false 
from beginning to end. Nothing I have 
said could be construed as having such 
a meaning.’ 

The dispatch referred to was not car- 
ried by The Associated Press. 

At the State Department it was ex- 
plained that it was for the. citizens 
themselves, who took passage on armed 
ships not entering American waters,: to 
determine whether they were boarding 
vessels armed defensively or offensive: 
ly and the nature of the instructions 
under which ship captains would act in 
the presence of a submarine. An o’- 
fensively armed ship which enters 
American waters, it was said, would be 
regarded as a war vessel and would 
not be allowed to remain in port more 
than 24 hours. In foreign waters, how- 
ever, it is nou concern of this Govern- 
ment how suips are armed. 

President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing are considering ‘today the latest 
formal memorandum from Germany in 
the submarine controversy. In it Ger- 
many makes a full explanation to the 
United States of the position it has 
taken in regard to armed merchant 
vessels of the enemy. 

The President and Secretary Lansing 
are also examining the appendices to 
the German declaration of intentions. 
There are indications that the next 
move by the United States may be an 
inguiry to Great Britain as to the au- 
thenticity of German copies of alleged 
confidential instructions to British sea 
captains.

BY ST. LOUIS GIRL, 
RILLED HIMSELF 


Famous Clown Befriended Vio- 
let Stoll, Who Later Robbed 
Him of Jewelry.

NEW YORK, March 9.—‘“Slivers,”’ tte 
famous clown with the big feet, who 
was Barnum & Bailey’s chief mirth 
provoker so long, killed himself, be- 
cause of unrequited love for Violet 
Stoll of St. Louis. He barricaded the 
door of his room, turned on the 2as 

and was found dead. 

It was said at first that he died pen- 
niless, but it is known today that he 
left a considerable fortune—real estate 
in an exclusive section of Long Is- 
land, a good-sized bank account and 
jewelry worth several thousand 4d)l- 
lars. 

The object of Slivers’ love was a girl 
he had helped twice, who proved wn- 
grateful and took $5000 worth of jcw- 
elry from the rooms in which he had 
given her shelter. 

Case of Chivalry. 

Violet Stoll.was then but 17 and ‘‘Siiv- 
ers’”’ not yet 40. But from the story 
the girl told the authorities, ‘“‘Slivers”’ 
had harbored her in purest chivalry. 

When Violet Stoll was arraigned fcr 
stealing ‘“Slivers’’’ jewelry, the clown 
was there to plead that get an- 
other chance, but to no avail. She was 
sent to the Bedford Reformatory. 

‘“Slivers’’ met Violet Stoll outside a 
theater in Utica in March, 1913. She 
was standing at the stage door crvin:. 
He asked her the cause, and she 
him she had been discharged from the 
chorus without the customary two 
weeks’ notice and was penniless. ‘‘Siir- 
ers’’ escorted the girl to the 
station and saw her on a 
New York. 

Meets Girl in New York. 

Returning to New York about (two 
weeks later, he again met Violet Stoll 
on Broadway. She confided that she 
was homeless and hungry. 

‘‘Well, now,’ said Slivers, (‘‘I 
somebody to take care of my apartmeni 
Yo": needn't be afraid. I’m not taking 
advantage of homeless girls.” 

The girl assumed the duties of house- 
keeper and Slivers left the place in he” 
charge when he went to Baltirnore to 
fill a vaudeville engagement. He _ re- 
turned to find the housekeeper gone an 
with her the jewelry. Some of it be- 
longed to Sliver’s wife, from whom h»:

He was confronted by Mrs. Mary Re- 
becca Moore, the superintendent, with 
the information that he could not see 
the Stoll girl, that not even the flow- 
ers and candy could go to her. He 
dropped his packages, she says, wrurg 
his hands and paced the room. 

“But I want to marry her,” he said

Doctor Gives ‘Don’? Rules 
ontheCare of Baby’s Eyes 


His First Admonition 


Is Not to Use Patent 


Medicines, as Serious Harm Is Likely to 
Result— Talk on Infant Feeding. 


Several ‘“don’ts” about the care of 
babies’ eyes were laid down as rules 
in a lecture on “‘Needless Blindness in 
Babies,” by Dr. John Green Jr. at the 

faby week headquartrs, #8 North 
Eighth street, yesterday afternoon. 

The first rule was, “Don’t use ‘patent’ 
eye remedies in a young baby’s eyes.” 
Harm is likely to result from using them, 
br. Green said. 

The next “don’t’’ was. a contradiction 
of the teaching that an infant's eyes 
should be washed with its mother’s milk. 
This can do no good, Dr. Green said, 
and may cause harm. He recommended 
that a new-born baby’s eyes should be 
washed with a weak solution of nitrate 
of silver to destroy any infection that 
might result in impairment of sight, but 
the use of this solution should be under 
professional direction or care. The fam- 
ily physician should be consulted when 
anything is noticed to be wrong with 
the baby’s eyes, he said, and then, If 
necessary, an oculist should be called 
without delay. 

Treatment of Cross Eyes. 

“Don't neglect cross eyes,’’ Dr. Green 
emphasized. If a child with a tendency 
to have cross eyes is given prompt and 
proper treatment, he satd, the defect 
may be remedied without an operation. 
If treatment is put off too long an opera- 
tion beromes necessary, and then, al- 
though the eye may be straightened, the 
sight is likely to remain defective. 

The popular belief that a flaxseed in 
the eye will remove a foreign object was 
ridiculed by Dr. Green. ‘‘Don’'t do it,” 
he said. ‘It will only result in two

$760,000,000 for Annual Upkeep 
Charge Would Be Required, Ad- 
miral Fletcher Tells House 
Committee.

TOPREVENT HIGHER 
TAX ASSESSMENTS 


Resolution Adopted by  Ex- 
change Presented to Mayor 
Kiel by Committee. 


C. M. McDonald, vice president of the 
Real Estate Exchange; William J. Hrus- 
ka, chairman of the Taxation Commit- 
tee, and Warren McGinnis, attorney of 
the exchange, called on Mayor Kiel 
today and placed in his hands resolu- 
tions adopted by the exchange protest- 
ing against St. Louis property being 4s- 
sessed on a higher basis than property 
¢r-country districts, and asking him to. 
request the Board of Aldermen to pro- 
test to the State Board of Equalization. 

The law requires that all property in 
the State be assessed at 100 per cent, 
but it is not complied with. The prac- 
tice has been for St. Louis property to 
be assessed at 70 per cent of its value. 
i. V. P. Schneiderhahn, representing 
the Taxpayers’ Protective League, told 
the Mayor a few days ago that in some 
places in the country the assessment 
is on the basis of 10 per cent. 

When Schneiderhahn made that state- 
ment, Mayor Kiel said he would pre- 
sent the matter to the Board of Alder- 
men if requested to do so by the Real 
Estate Exchange. The exchange, ac- 
cordingly, adopted resolutions protest- 
ing against the “gross and violent” dis- 
crepancy between the assessment in 8t. 
Louis and other cities and the country, 
and demanding that a uniform and 
equal system be established. 

Mayor Kiel said he would send a mes- 
gage to the Board of Aldermen tomor- 
row, asking that action be taken to 
bring the complaint before the State 
Board of Equalization. 

Mayor Kiel yesterday afternoon ap- 
pointed Fred C. Lake, secretary of the 
B. Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods Co., and 
Charles .H. Miller, treasurer of the Car- 
penters’ Union, No. 588, to be members 
cf the St. Louis Board of Equalization. 
Appointment of Charles W. Bates and C., 
O. A. Brunk had been announced pre- 
viously. The board will hold its first 
meeting March 2 and thereafter will 
hold daily meetings for four weeks in 
Assessor Schramm’s office.- It will hear 
complaints and will have power to adjust 
assessments which are decided to be un- 
fair.

Floor) Floor) William Seidel shows that within the 


last year the taxable wealth of the 
county has increased only about $1,000,- 
000, while the average increase for the 
last 10 years has been about $2,500,000. 

The taaxtion value of real estate is 
given at $62,581,610 and personal proper- 
ty at $7,929,444, making a total of ew,- 
511,064. The total of these two items 
last year was $59,597,010, the increase 
this year being $904,044. This does not 
include the valuation of public service 
corporations, the figures for which are 
fixed by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and have not been received as yet. 
This valuation averages about $8,000,000 
a year and the increase this year is 
expected to be enough to bring the total 
increase to $1,000,000. 

The valuation of personal property 
this year is below that of last year, 
which was $7,945,950. An examination 
of the abstract shows that this is ac- 
counted for in part: by a decrease in 
live stock. Last year’s report showed 
9189 horses while this year there are 
only 7797. The number of hogs last 
year was 13,750, this year 11,292. 
There was a small gain in the num- 
ber of cows, from 8806 to 9391. 

According to Assessor H. H. Hack- 
mann, real estate value has not in- 
creased as rapidly as in the last few 
years before, because there has Seen 
less building in the last year. He said 
there were 800 fewer building permits 
issued in the last year than in the pre- 
ceding year. 

He said the poor showing of this re- 
port is partly accounted for by: the pe- 
riodical falling off of returns of person- 
al property that follows the going out of 
office of a Collector. He said that when 
personal returns are not made voluntari- 
ly an assessment is made arbitrarily 
and that each succeeding year that no 
return is made this is doubled as a pen- 
alty. 

As a result, he said, when the Collector 
went out of office last year and sued for 
unpaid taxes it was found many men's 
personal assessments had grown by 
leaps and bounds. The slate was cleared 
for this year and returns are made as 
small as possible and when returns are 
rot made the arbitrary assessment is at 
the minimum.

The measure had been under consid- 
eration in the Senate for more than four | 
weeks. 

Briefly stated, the bill provides for 
water power grants on navigable 
streams to private interests. 

Several Switch Positions. 

Several Senators voted for the bit | 
who had opposed it during the debate. 
One of them, Senator Walsh, said he 
considered it bad legislation, but firmly 
believed it would be amended when it 
reached the House. 

Those who voted against the bill were 
Senators Ashurst, Borah, Chamberlain, 
Chilton, Cummins, Gronna, Hollis, Hust- 
ing, James, Kenyon, La Follette, Lane, 
Lea, Lee, Lewis, Martine, Newlands, 
Norris, Poindexter, Reed, Sheppard and 
Works. 

Senator Reed attacked the provision of 
the bill which provides that contests bs 
decided in favor of the applicant able 
to guarantee the best consiruction, de- 
claring that this would result in the best 
sites going to the interests now operat- 
ing power plants. He declared the meas- 
ure would grant corporations absolute 
control of the country’s water power 
for a long time. 

“At the end of the § years in the 
grant,’’ Senator Reed said, “the Govern- 
ment can enjoy the blessed privilege of 
taking over the plants and paying for 
them the full value. I believe that back 
of this law which would grant these 
enormous powers, is the same crowd 
that was back of the Coosa River project 
in Alabama.” 

Government Can Acquire Plant. 

The bill permits the construction of 
Cams in navigable waters under licenses 
issued by the-Secretary of War and 
gives grantees the right to operate pow- 
er plants for 50 years, after which time 
the Federal Government may take over 
the plant, after giving two years’ notice 
and paying a fair value to be determined 
by the Secretary of War and the owner 
or by proceedings in the United States 
courts. 

Regulation of rate and _ services is 
tlaced with the state in which the plants 
are located, or, if interstate commerce 
is involved with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, on appeals when the 
states involved are unable to agree on 
reasonable rates and adequate service. 

The bill also provides that no works 
shall be operated 4a any combination to 
limit the output of electric power or in 
restraint of trade.

LONDON, March 9.—~Bitterness 
marked the reply of A. J. Balfour, Firs* 
Lord of the Admiralty, in the House 
of Commons, yesterday, to Col. Winston 
Spencer Churchill's attack on the naval 
administration, which the Tirst Lord 
Said Was unfortunate both in form «nd 
substance and likely to arouse misgiv- 
ings among the people. 
While deprecating the controversy, 
Balfour declared: 
“Il absolutely deny 
charges,”’ 
He then threw the blame on Col. 
Churchill for depleting the ranks of 
skilled shipwrights by allowiaz them tu 
join the army during Churchill's tenure’ 
of office, thus hindering the shipbui'd- 
ing plans, which, however, the QGov- 
ernment had succeeded in keeping 
abreast with the needs. 
“If the fleets at the command of this 
country at this moraent are not suffi- 
cient to secure safety, then in the whole 
histor; of Great Britain they never 
have been,” was one of the nurting 
shots uttered hy Palfour. 
Col. Churchill retorted wiih a _ brief 
speech, repeating his doubts abvut the 
execution of the battleship and destroy- 
er program and asserting that even 
now Balfour had not given any assur- 
ance on this point.

Villa’s bloody raid on Columbus, N. M., makes 
our intervention in Mexico to the extent at least 
of clearing up the Villa bandits, inevitable. 

The situation is intolerable. We cannot suf- 
fer Villa and his armed murderers from the 
refuge of Mexican territory to raid American ter- 
ritory at will, slaying American soldiers and 
civilians. American lives and American territory 
must be protected at any cost.

Carranza seems powerless to cope with 
Villa and his bands. After the Santo Ysabel 
murders in Chihuahua, on Jan. 10, Carranza gave 
a solemn pledge to dispose at once of the Villa 
menace by destroying the Villa bandits. The 
answer is the murderous raid on Columbus and 
the American cavalry camp there. 

Hesitation on the part of the administration in 
this crisis would be fatal. It would be a reproach 
to the United States. It would be a notice not 
only to the Mexican bandits but to the world that 
the American Government is too inert or too 
cowardly to protect American lives, Amer- 
ican property or American territory. 

American troops should be sent at once after 
Villa in Mexican territory. Not a day should be 
allowed to pass without action. 

What the ultimate consequences of an expedi- 
tion against Villa may be we do not know. We 
should prepare promptly and vigorously. Con- 
gress should act on bills providing for an ade- 
quate army and navy. 
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The stripes of the American flag are to remain 
red and white. The yellow stripe is rejected. 
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THE TWELFTH STREET WIDENING. 
Mayor Kiel says that because of the need for 
immediate traffic relief he will sign the bill for 
a 60-foot South Twelfth street and defer the 
widening to 80 feet until a later date. But if the 


‘|}urgency of present relief will not influence a 


widening to 80 feet, how can we expect the full 
improvement later, when the need has been partly 
supplied? The expense is the principal objec- 
tion. Why place any fatuous hopes on a plan 
that will increase expense? 

Why make two bites of a cherry? 
should not sign the bill with any illusions. If an 
80-foot width is not provided for now, it probably 
never will be.

The unexpurgated prelude to the “Arabian 
Nights” is a curiosity of erotic literature. Trans- 
ferred to the stage and realistically suggested by 
the physical symbolism of the dan@®, it is an 
orgy of sensuality the depravity of which is em- 
phasized by the mixture of blacks and whites. 
It is the last word in the obscenity of decadent 
art. 

The vulgarity of the theme and the scene is 
neither concealed nor redeemed by its setting of 
wondrous beauty, nor the exquisite grace of the 
dance. They are wasted jewels on the body of 
death. 

It is a tribute to the moral sense of American 
theater goers that “Sheherazade” and the touch 
of obscene realism in “The Afternoon of a Faun” 
have been resented by them. Their taste has not 
yet become so vitiated and jaded that they will 
seek or accept unredeemed sensualism in the form 
of art. 

The wantonness of these descents into sensation 
is illustrated by contrast with the exquisite pro- 
ductions of other themes dealing with youth, love, 
romance, gaiety—all human emotions that may 
be symbolized and expressed by the poetry of 
Diaghileff’s Russian ballet is a revela- 
tion of the harmonies:of music, color and mo- 
tion. It broadens the scope and enlarges the 
understanding of the art of the dance. Why plot 
its charm with obscenity for obscenity’s sake?

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COMPROMISING McKINLEY FARES. 
The Business Men’s League, City Counselor 


Daves and McKinley line officials are holding 
conferences with a view to compromising the 
matter of increased fares to Granite City. An 
arrangement under which 5-cent fares will be 
retained during the rush hours morning and 
evening, with higher fares at other hours may 
make unnecessary a hearing before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, it is said. * 

But is it desirable to make such hearing un- 
necessary? Not even in a conference of self- 
constituted members could a more impartial 
tribunal of adjustment be found than in the 
commission. 

A compromise would leave severed points un- 
settled. One is whether a utility company, rec- 
ognizing fully the municipal authority to con- 
tract, can enter into an agreement with the city 
under which it receives privileges actually worth 
a great sum and later seek to abrogate the agree- 
ment without surrender of any of the quid pro 
quo. 

St. Louis is interested not alone in an expanded 
interurban system bringing it into close relations 
with the residents of adjacent territory. It is in- 
terested also in having those residents carried 
here as cheaply as to other cénters of interurban 
systems. No increase of fares at any hour should 
be accepted except on a full disclosure of the 
facts. An Interstate Commerce Commission hear- 


‘|ing would afford such disclosure. 


The McKinley system is recognized as one of 
the wealthiest, most prosperous interurban sys- 
tems in the country. A widespread local impres- 
sion is that by mere bookkeeping burdens are im- 
posed on the most expensive link. that should 
be borne by all links in the system, the design 
being, of course, to justify an ex-parte claim for 
increased charges. 

An Interstate Commerce Commission hearing 
will show whether this impression is accurate. 
An unofficial conference, called in a spirit of com- 
promise, will not. In the meantime, compro- 
mising has spent 10 days of the 30 days grace 
allowed the city for contesting the exaction. 
What has been done toward preparedness in the 
city’s case? 
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SENATOR GORE’S CHANCE. 

The time is propitious for Senator Gore to in- 
troduce a resolution warning Americans to keep 
at least fifty miles away from the Mexican bor- 
der. Doubtless he would be supported by the 
congressional mollycoddles who favored his ship- 
warning resolution. 
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AN ESSENTIAL DIFFERENCE, 

There is this difference between the German 
submarine warfare on enemy merchant ships and 
the British orders in council concerning trade with 
Germany. The British order affected trade with 
Germany and her allies alone and did not endan- 
ger the lives of neutrals and noncombatants. The 
German orders affected all trade and travel on 
the seas and endangered the lives of all neutrals 
and noncombatants on merchant ships of enemy 
belligerents. 

Great Britain’s only interferes with the freedom 
of the sea so far as Germany is concerned. She 
does not menace safety on the sea. 

The German orders interfere with trade and 
travel everywhere and menace the safety of all 
life and property on merchant ships. As Ger- 
many’s enemies have the only merchant ships 
traveling on many waters, the German orders 
practically deny the right of trade and travel in 
these waters. 

The right of trade and travel on merchant ships 
is a natural right of Americans and all neutrals, 
recognized by international law. How can the 
United States abridge these rights of citizens or 
deny them protection in its exercise? How can 
we abrogate international law to give Germany 
freedom to destroy ships regardless of] the rights 
of neutrals or the safety of noncombatants? 

In either law or right there can be but one an- 
swer to these questions. To concede Germany’s 
demands would be to abandon right, law and hu- 
manity and to close the seas to trade and travel 
during war. 
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The Illinois Board of Health is making an ef- 
fort to save the babies. But the babies will con- 
tinue to be overfed, and those of them surviving 
will grow up to overeat. This may be the surviy- 
ai of the fittest. 
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SUPPRESSION OF OUR HOBSONS. 

A modern enigma is why some visitors return 
from studying Japan with the view that war with 
that country is most improbable while others 
having apparently the same opportunities of ob- 
servation return with the view that war is in- 
evitable. 

Prof. J. F. Abbott of the Washington University 
chair of zoology belongs to the former class. His 
reasons for thinking war will not come are enti- 
tled to as much weight as those of visitors who 
think war will come and are set forth rather more 
convincingly than those of most persons who 
agree with him. 

He makes one new point of force in condemning 
pessimism. as to future Japanese-American rela- 
tions. He supposes that some unfortunate occur- 
rence of wholly accidental cause has precipitated 
an issue between the two nations—for instance 
the destruction of a battleship in a Japanese port 
paralleling the Maine’s destruction in Havana. 

Manifestly the effect on American sentiment 
would be very different from the effect of a simi- 
lar accident in a Brazilian port. But why? 

Because the agitation of America’s Hobsons 
would have prepared this country for suspicion 
and hostility. So difficult would it be to convince 
Americans that the tragedy was: accidental that 
war might result for that very reason.
